PAID 1S PERCENT 
) MARKET BONDS 


Bank Official Testifies Some of 
1908 Issue Went for 82%; 
More at 85. 








It cost the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. from 15 to 17% per cent to 
market its $6,500,000 third mortgage bond 
issue in 1908, according to the testimony 
of James Powers, manager of the bond 
department of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
before the Public Service Commission 4t 
the city hall Wednesday. 

Powers was called as a witness by 
the Union Electric, which is trying to 
show the commission that it is entitled 
to earn dividends on an investment of 
approximately $30,000,000. ° 

Powers testified that Union Electric 
got 82%4 for $2,500,000 of the bonds, put on 
the market in May, 1908, and % for the 
second lot, sold later in the year. Pow- 
ers said: the Mercantile Trust Co. 
bought $125,000 worth of the first lot of 
bonds from the Harris Trust Co. at %, 
and offered them to the public at 98. 

“After extensive advertising and cir- 
cularizing, we were able to sell only 
$40,000 worth of these bonds in St. 
Louis,’’ Powers said. “These were 
bought at 914% by a director of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. 

“Two things affected the price of the 
bonds. The market was bad, and Union 
Electric had been having some trouble 
with, the newspapers.” 

Powers testified thac on the average 
it costs a public service corporation 
between 5 and 15 per cent to market } 
its securities. The purpose of Powers’ 
testimony. appeared to be to show that 
the company, in marketing its bonds, 
had not been able to realize their face 
value, although the issue was an ob- 
ligation of the company to its full 
amount. 

Union Electric gave out a statement 
of its earnings Wednesday. The state- 
ment shows gross earnings of $3,371,519.76. 
The total operating expenses were $978,- 
$49.98. The company paid $248,807.61 in 
taxes, and set aside $539,553.42 for gen- 
eral depreciation and contingencies. 

The gross expense was = $1,767,211.01, 
leaving a net income of $1,604,308.75. Of 
this $823,340.76 was paid out in interest 
on bond issues, leaving $780,967.99 appli- 
cable for dividends of stock.

Instead of Depositing

Per Cent, It Can Be- 


Invested in Bonds. 


Large savings in the investment 
of sinking funds for, the retirement 
of St. Louis oity bonda and a more 
advantageous method of handling 
municipal indebtedness would be as- 
sured by the adoption of the new 
charter, according to City Comptrol- 
ler B. J. Taussig, who has investi- 
gated its fiscal provisions to deter- 


mine their superiority over existing 
regulations. be 

Instead of depositing these funds 
in local banks, where they yield a re- 
turn of only 2 per cent a year, Taus- 
sig points out, they could be invested 
in the city’s own bonds and thus 
give double that return. 

As an example of» how the new 


charter would reduce the tax levy s 


for that purpose, Taussig cites the 
issue of $2,400,000 which will become 
due Nov. 2, 1911. 

Although there will be in the sev- 
eral sinking funds a sum \Iiarge, 
enough to retire these bonds, the 
present charter forbids the use of 
any of this money except that spe- 
cifically set aside to redeem this par- 
ticular issue. 4 
New Bonds Would Be Issued. 

. With only $700,000 on hand to pay 
off this issue of $2,400,000, the city, 
under the present charter, will be 
obliged to issue renewal bonds for 
the balance, and if the market should 
continue unfavorable to bonds at 4 
per cent, the city may find no bidders. 
In that case the sate of interest 
would have to be increased apd thus 
add to the annual tax levy. 
‘Comptroller Taussig’s 

follows: 

“The sinking fund is the city’s sav- 
ings box for the payment of its debts. 
The present total debt of the city is 
about $27,000,000. This debt is in bonds 
issued during the last 20 years, general- 
ly maturing after 20 years and bearing 
interest from 83% to 4 per cent per an- 
num—mostly 4 per cent. For their pay- 
ment the present charter makes these 
provisions: For all bonds issued prior 
to April 7, 1890, there must be made an 
unnual appropriation to the interest and 
public debt revenue fund of 31,200,000 to 
pay the interest on such bonds and the 
balance placed in tne sinking fund to 
pay the principal debt as the bonds fall 
due. But this fund is not sufficient 
to pay the whole debt, and when this 
occurs the city is authorized to, and 
does, issue renewal bonds to pay the 
old debt with a new liability. 

“For the payment cf ‘all bonds issued 
after April 7, 1890, the laws and 
present charter make better provision. 
The sinking |\fund must receive ennually 
a sum sufficient to pay all interest and 
also one-twentieth part (6 per cent) of 
the principal debt, so that at the end of 
2) years, as the bonds mature, there is 
money enough in the sinking fund to 
pay them in full. These different sums

turned into the sinking fund are ob- 


tained by a tax which is part of the 
annual levy amounting this year to 
$2.22. ‘ 
Restrictions on Fund, 

“Under the preseht charter the sink- 
ing fund revenues can.only be used in 
the purchase,’ before maturity, of the 
particular issue to which. jhey are ap- 
plicable, when they must be cancelled, 


but no mioney in the sinking fund for: 


one issue of ‘bonds can be used forgthe 
purchase or redemption of bonds in an- 
other issue. 

‘It will be readily seen that the an- 
nual payment into the sinking fund ac- 
cumulates in the treasury very large 
sums of money (now amounting to about 
$2,793,000) not needed for the payment 
of matured bonds at this time. Under 
the present charter these moneys must 
be kept on deposit in banks earning in- 
terest at the rate of 2 per cent per 
annum. ee 

“The result is that there is some- 
times not enough money:in a special 
sinking fund to.pay the whole ma- 
tured issue of the older bonds. while 
there is ah accumulation of money in 
the special sinking fund of the bonds 
issued after 1890. ° And here comes 
the change made by the new char- 
ter, which provides (in Article 29, 
Section 11) that the Budget and 
Sinking Fund Commission shall have 
outhority to purchase, with the sink- 
ing fund as an investment for it, any 
bonds of the City of St. Louis, of the 
State of Missouri, or of the United 
States, preference being given to city 
bonds. In case city bonds are pur- 
chased with the sinking fund ap- 
plicable t6 the payment of such bonds, 
the same shall be cancelled, otherwise 
they shall not be cancelled.’ 

“Under this provision dny money 
in the sinking funds could be invest- 
ed in any then outstanding bonds of 
the city or new bonds issued by the 
city. 

Plan Means Big Saving. 

“The average rate of interest of 
the bonds which may thus be bought 
for the sinking fund, would at pres- 
ent market prices produce 4 per cent 
per annum, while the interest earned 
on deposits in banks has averaged 2 
per cent... Let us see what sum of 
money would be saved to the city by 
such investments, authorized by the 
proposed charter and forbidden by 
the present charter. Take for an ex- 
ample an issue of $1,000,000 of city 
bonds. The sinking fund set aside 
each year for the redemption of this 
issuo would be $50,000 (1-20th). This 


annual sum deposited in bank would | 
produce at the rate of 2 per cent per | 


annum, during the 20 years of the 
life of the bond, $190,000. The same 
sums invested in. 4 per cent city bonds 
would ; :

“This total annually Saving may be 
slighthy reduced by the purchase or re- 
demption of matured bonds- for cancel- 
lation (which would cease to be An as- 
set of the sinking fund) or by a decrease 
in the rate of interest realized, which 
for every % per cent would decrease the 
Saving by $32,000. Aside from this sav- 
ing there would be other advantages ac- 
cruing from this power éf investments, 

“1. When old bonds (or renewal 
bonds issued for them) mature and the 
special sinking fund applicable to them 
is not sufficient te redeem the whole 
issue, the city must issue renewal bonds 
for the deficiency, which may meet a de- 
pressed money market and cause an em- 
barrassment. This has happened under 
the present charter, but under the pro- 
posed charter the city could buy such 
renewal bonds for the Sinking fund and 
thus keep them out of the open market.

‘4. The immediate future offers 
an interesting object lesson. On Nov. 
2, 1911, city 4 per cent bonds amounting 
to $2,400,000 will -become due and al- 
though there will be in the several sink- 
ing funds an amount equal to the matur- 
ing issue, the city, under the terms and 
conditions of the present charter, can 
only retire about $700,000 of the issue, 
that being all the money in the sinking 
fund applicable to that particular issue, 
making it necessary to offer to the pub- 
lic renewal bonds for the remainder of 
the issue; and if the conditions for the 
sale of the 4 per cent bonds should not 
be favorable at that time, the rate of 
interest to be paid by the city would 
have to be increased, or the city, may 
find its offering without receiving. a 
bid, as was the case a few years ago. 

“On the other hand the proposed 
charter would permit the investment by 
the sinking fund commissioners of the 
money to the credit of that account in 
the new issue, which, 
case, would make it unnecessary to offer 
the issue to the public at all. It would 
result in a-net saving to the city of 
$34,000 annually, being the difference 
accruing to the city between the invest- 
ment of $1,700,000 in 4 per cent bonds 
or having it deposited in bank at 2 per 
cent; a difference, which during the life 
of the bond (20 years) would produce a 
sum sufficient to cancel two-fifths of 
the entire issue at maturity. 

‘5. Some city bonds now are below 
par, and this condition may arise at 
any time hereafter in an adverse money 
market. If the proposed charter were 
now in force, the city could purchase 
unmatured bonds below par to be held 
ag an investment for the sinking fund, 
"making a saving on the principal in ad- 
dition to the paying of interest.’’

LEHMANN COMING.

Provides That Per Mile Rate 
Shall Be Same Between Any 
Two Points in State. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. %,—Railroaa 
representatives figured out a way be- 
fore the House Railroads Committee for 
passengers to ride free, and if arithme- 
tic did not prove otherwise, would have 
the railroads paying passengers to ride. 

The committee last night had under 
consideration the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative William H. Phelps of Carth- 
age, which provides that no railroad 


shall charge a greater rate per mile be- 
tween any two points In the State, than 
is charged between any two other points 
in, the State. ; 

The purpose of the bill is to prevent 
railroads from charging a greater rate 
of fare between noncompetitive points 
than is charged between competitive 
points. It was brought out before the 
committee that it is customary for the 
railroad having the shortest line be- 
tween two points to fix the rate. A 
railroad operating between the same 
two points is required by competition 
to meet the rate fixed by the other 
road. Points reached by only one road 
do not have the advantage of the lower 
rate charged to competitive points. 

Distemce Greater; Fare Is Same. 

The illustration cited by Phelps was 
on the Missouri Pacific, for which 
Phelps appeared in Jefferson City for 
nearly 2 years as legislative attorney. 
Phelps said the fare between Carthage 
and Kansas City was the same as the 
fare between Carthage and Pleasant 
Hill, although Pleasant Hill is about 
85 miles nearer Carthage than is Kan- 
sas City. 

The reason is that there is competi- 
tion for the business to Kansas City, 
while there is no competition to Pleas- 
ant Hill. Phelps showed that the fare 
from Carthage to Warrensburg is prac- 
tically the same as the fare to Kansas 
City, although the distance is more than 
50 miles farther. 

It was on this showing that the rail- 
roads’ representatives brought forth 
their showing that if the bill was passed 
passengers might be permitted to ride 
free. The arguments were presented 
by P. S. Eustis, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Burlington; Alex. Hilton, 
general passenger agent of the Frisco, 
and C. L. Stone, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Missouri Pacific. 

Stone had the figures. He said that 
on the Frisco’s mileage of 313 miles 
from St. Louis to Carthage, the fare at 
2% cents per mile is $7.9. The Missouri 
Pacific mileage between the same two 
points is 365 miles. If the Missouri Pa- 
cific meets the Frisco’s rate, it, on a 
mileage of 365 miles between the same 
two points, will receive 2.16 cents per 
mile. 

The Missouri Pacific runs from St. 
Louis to Sedalia. Under the bill it 
cannot charge a greater rate per mile 
for that trip than it charged from St. 
Louis to Carthage, therefore for the 
distance of 188 miles, at 2.16 cents per 





mile, it would receive $4.06. from St. 
Louis to Sedalia. The Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas also runs to Sedalia if it meets 
the Missouri Pacific rate, it can charge 
only 1.78 cents per mile, as its distance 
from St. Louis to Sedalia is 227 miles. 
The Missouri, Kansas & Texas runs 
from Sedalia to Nevada,'a distance on 
‘its road of 90 miles, receiving a fare of

At the novelist’s bedside when death 
came were his sister, Mrs. Caroline Fre- 
vert; his brother, Harrison C. Phillips, 
and Dr. John B. Walker. 

Although the patient's condition had 
grown worse early in the night, it was 
not known until shortly after 10 p. m. 
that death Was imminent. 

Phillips’ last words were: ‘I can 
fight two wounds, but not six. The edds 
are too great against me.’’ 

Coroner's Physician Weston was sum- 
moned to the hospital immediately after 
Phillips’ death. He granted — permis- 
sion for the removal of the body to an 
undertaking shop, whence it will be 
taken to the National Arts Club. 

Phillips died so late in the night that 
many of his colleagues did not hear of 
it until this morning. They declared 
he had been killed at the beginning 
of a career that meant much for Amer- 
ican letters. 

Robert W. Chambers. novelist, who 
had been, perhaps. his closest associ- 
ate in New York City, said: “He was 
one of the best of men. He was high- 
minded and true, one of the finest of 
American writers. His best work 
seemed yet to come—he was just find- 
ing himself and had struck a vein that 
promised richly for the future.’’ 

It was a curious coincidence that 
while Phillips was breathing his last 
in the hospital, a silent procession from 
a nearby undertaker’s was carrying the 
body of his assassin, Fitzhugh Coyle 
Goldsborough, to the railway ctation 
in Jersey City. The casket was put 
aboard a train at midnight and was 
shipped to Washington for burial! to 
morrow. 

Father Was Banker. 


That Phillips’ assassin was dementeu | 
appears to have been demonstrated con- 
clusively, not only by the curious testi- 
mony of his diary and note books, but 
by his appeals to Mayor Gaynor’s sec- 
retary and other officials for protec- 
tion from persons, who, he believed, 
were hounding him. The entries in the 
diary showed that he had translated to 
personal abuse the author’s picturesque 
characterization of a class in his novel 
on Washington life, “‘The Adventures 
of Joshua Craig,’’ and under this mis-

It is charged, presumably by 
August Herrmann, chairman of the Na- 
tional Comission, that ‘patrons sent 
checks to purehase tickets, that the 
tickets were not sent to them, but that 
the checks were cashed and the money 
used—in what manner, of course, is 
not stated. 


Herrmann Hits at Club Officials. 
The alleged act is larceny in some de- 


gree. Mr. Herrmann, in investigating, 
hints that certain persons connected 
with the Chicago club are involved. 
This will be further news to~the pub- 
}lic,. since Mr. Herrmann himstif be- 
fore the series announced positively 
that the National Commission would han- 
dle all tickets and money in the: seri¢s, 
and that ‘‘certain persons of the Chi-

CUSPIDOR USED AS WEAPON 


David Goldner Attacks Robert 
Linkenbach From Behind, 
Beating Him on Head. 





A plot of 22 prisoners to escape from 
the observation ward of the city hos- 
pital was frustrated by the bravery of 
Daniel O’Donnell, another prisoner, who 
seized David Goldner as he was as- 
saulting Robert Linkenbach,, a guard, 
with a heavy iron cuspidor. The news 
of the exciting affair did not become 
public until Wednesday. 

Goldner had sneaked up behind the 


guard, who was alone Tuesday in charge 
of the ward, and, with the cuspidor he 
had struck him twice on the back ot 
the head and had the weapon poised 
for another blow. 

At this moment, while the guard was 
stunned, O’Donnell leaped upon Goldner 
and seized him by the hair and pulled 
him back. Then the guard sprang upon 
him and threw him to the floor. 

Kne wof Prisoners’ Plan. 

When Goldner assaulted Linkenbach 
several of the other prisoners who had 
plotted with him to escape, ran toward 
the guard to help Goldner overcome 
him, but when they saw O’Donnell seize 
Goldner, they drew back, and stood 
sullenly while the guard overpowered 
his assailant. 

The two guards of the observation 
ward, Linkenbach and Timothy Quinn, 
knew Tuesday morning of the plot of 
the prisoners to escape. 

It was told by another prisoner. The 
plan was to wait until Quinn went to 
luncheon at noon, and then John F. 
McCord, a negro, of 22 South Sixteenth 
street, and Goldner of 1727 Carr street 
were to attack Linkenbach and take 
his key from him. This key would 
unlock an fron gate which wuld let 
the 22 prisoners into the corridor anu 
to freedom. 

The guards locked McCord in a cell, 
and thought this would frustrate the 
plot. The guards had no thought that 
Goldner, who ts demented, would at- 
tempt the assault without McCord’s 
help. 

Goldner, McCord and several other 
prisoners who were in the plot, are 
mentally unbalanced, and will be sent 
at once to the city insane asylum.

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PUBLIC UTILITIES UNDER 
"THE NEW CHARTER. 


The following are the vital powers conferred 
on the city by the new charter in relation to 
public utility corporations, their regulation and 
their ownership by the city: 

Article I, Section 1—The inhabitants of the 
City of St. Louts, as its limits now are, or may 
héreafter be, defined by law, shall be and continue 
a body corporate by name, “The City of Saint 
Louis,” and as such shall have perpetual succes- 
sion, may sue and be sued, have a corporate seal 
which it may alter at pleasure, acquire property, 
real, personal and mized, by any and all lawful 
means, within or without the limits of the city 
or the State of Missouri, may hold, use or dis- 
pose of such property as the public interests may 
require, MAY OWN, LEASE OR OPERATE PUB- 
LIC UTILITIES, and may do any act, exercise 
any power and render any service which con- 
tributes to the general welfare. 


Article III, Section 23.—The Mayor and Coun- 
cil shall have power * * * 

Sirth: TO ACQUIRE, LEASE OR OPERATE 
PUBLIC UTILITIES, to grant to persons or cor- 
porations the right to construct, purchase, lease or 
operate public utilitics, and*TO REGULATE THE 
CONSTRUCTION, EQUIPMENT, OPERATION 
AND SERVICE OF ALL PUBLIO UTILITIES 
OPERATING UNDER FRANCHISES HERETO- 
FORE OR HEREAFTER GRANTED, and the 
rates to be charged for such service, subject to the 
limitations and restrictions provided in Article 
XXVIII. 

Eighth: To establish * 
RECONSTRUCT and maintain * *® 
bridges, viaducts, SUBWAYS, tunnels * * * 
and to regulate the use thereof.

Article IX. Section 10.—The Department of 


| Public Utilities shall have supervision of all pub- 


lic utilities operated by individuals or private cor- 
porations. Any public utility ACQUIRED OR 
CONSTRUCTED by the city shall be placed under 
the charge of such department of the Board of 
Public Improvements, as the board may, from 
time to time, direct. 


Article XXVII, Section 8.—The Council shall, at 
all times, have full power and authority over all 
public utilities now or hereafter eristing in the 
city, and MAY REGULATE THE CHARGES FOR 
THE USE THEREOF AND ESTABLISH WHAT- 
EVER REQUIREMENTS MAY.BE NECESSARY 
OR PROPER TO SECURE EFFICIENT SERV- 
ICE, AND NO TERMS OR CONDITIONS CON- 
TAINED IN ANY GRANT SHALL BE OON- 
STRUED AS LIMITING OR IMPAIRING THIS

TION, HEATING AND LIGHTING OF CARS, 
THE MOTIVE POWER, THE KIND OF RAILS 
AND ROADBED AND THE GAUGE THEREOF,
